St. Mary’s New Rector 


With trumpet fanfare, joyful song, and ancient 
ritual, in the company of parishioners, friends, and 
descendants, the Reverend F, Everett Abbott was in- 
stituted as Rector of St. Mary’s Church by the Epis- 
copal Bishop of Washington, on June 29, 

Formerly assistant minister at the 102-year-old 
church, Father Abbott is its first white Rector, and 
assumes his first rectorship at an age when most men 
retire. Preaching at the institution, the Reverend 
John Harper of St, John’s Lafayette Square recalled 
Mr. Abbott’s decision to leave the business world and 
enter the ministry twelve years ago. 

At the service were many clergymen from the 
Bottom’s various churches, their diversity echoing 
Father Abbott’s religious history: He was brought up 
a Unitarian. 

All present ‘‘sang to the Lord with cheerful 
voice’’ Vaughn Williams’ majestic arrangement of 
The Old Hundredth. The subtle harmonies and apt 
words of Expectans Expectavi: ‘‘Call Thou early, 
call Thou late; to Thy great service dedicate!’’ closed 
the traditional ceremony. 

Father Abbott asserts that St. Mary’s has a spe- 
cial mission because its location on 23rd Streetis the 
exact geographical center of greater metropolitan 
Washington. An inspiring thought for multi-racial, 
etumenical, ageless Foggy Bottom.
